Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

Claims 38, 41, and 44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Berry 

et al-6,231,598 B1. 

As to claim 38, Berry-'598 (see Fig. 5, reproduced below) shows first loop containing 
band ABC of 1^' frequency F1, second loop containing band CDE of 1^' frequency F1, and third 
loop containing band EFA of 2"^ frequency F2 being greater than F1 arranged in a generally 
circumferential space between 1®' band ABC and 2"^ band CDE substantially as recited in the 
claims. 

As to claim 41, Berry-'598 (Fig. 5, reproduced below) shows first circumferential bands 
(bands ABCDE and FGHIJ, for example) of frequency F1, second circumferential bands (band 
EFA and JEF, for example) of 2""^ frequency F2 greater than F1 arranged substantially as 
recited in the claims. 

As to claim 44, Berry-'598 (see Fig. 5, reproduced below) shows a stent including 
triangular cells, each triangular cells comprising first loop containing band ABC joined second 
loop containing band CDE at 1®' junction point C, third loop containing band EFA joined 1®' band 
ABC at 2"" junction point A and joined 2"" band CDE at 3'^ junction point E. 3'"" band EFA is 
arranged between point A of 1®' band and point E of 2"^ band substantially as recited in the 
claim. 

For reference, please see following reproduced Fig. 5 of Berry-'598. 
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Response to Amendment 

As to claim 38, considering one 3"^ band including points EFA, it is clearly shown above 
that 3"^ band EFA is indeed arranged generally in the circumferential direction between point A 
of 1"' band ABC and point E of 2"'^ band CDE. 

As to claim 41, Berry-'598 (Fig. 5, for example) shows many 1®' bands like band ABCDE 
and FGHIJ, and many 2""^ bands like band EFA and JEF, which bands meet the requirement of 
claim 41. 

As to claim 44, please see the rejection above. 

The amended claims read on the Berry-'598 stent structure as indicated above and 
therefore unpatentable over Berry-'598.
